The  auditors  desire  to  say  to  the  voters  of 
Springfield  that  the  standard  of  excellence  estab- 
lished in  the  past  in  connection  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  town  farm  has  been  maintained  during 
the  past  year. 
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School  Directors^  Report 


The  school  directors  submit  to  the  taxpayers 
their  annual  report. 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  school  directors  announced 
that  they  proposed,  if  the  town  provides  the  means, 
to  make  such  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  teachers 
that  the  minimum  amount  paid  shall  be  $1000  for 
grade  work  in  the  village.  The  salaries  of  teachers 
in  the  rural  schools  will  be  increased  so  that  the 
amounts  paid  will  be  in  excess  of  those  recommend- 
ed by  the  state  board  of  education.  The  largest 
increase  will  be  received  by  the  teachers  who  are  at 
present  paid  the  lowest  salaries.  Those  who  are  now 
receiving  the  largest  salaries  will  receive  an  increase 
graduated  by  the  amounts  now  received. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  plan  of  increase  in  sal- 
aries the  directors  will  be  obliged  to  ask  for  a  consid- 
erable increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation  for  school 
purposes.  We  hope  and  believe  that  the  town  will 
vote  this  increase  so  that  the  teachers  may  be  ade- 
quately paid  for  the  efficient  service  rendered. 

We  also  wish  to  say  a  word  regarding  the  need  of 
a  new  building.  This  need  has  been  apparent  to 
many  for  some  time.  The  large  number  of  new 
houses  built  in  the  last  two  years  and  the  number 
now  in  process  of  construction  brings  this  need  to 
the  townspeople  with  greater  emphasis.    The  num- 
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ber  of  school  children  has  so  increased  that  those  in 
the  first  and  second  grades  of  the  Park  street  build- 
ing are  allowed  to  attend  school  only  on  part  time. 
Next  year  the  part  time  arrangement  may  have  to 
be  extended  to  the  third  and  fourth  grades.  If  these 
two  grades  can  attend  school  only  part  of  the  time 
the  result  will  be  a  serious  loss  to  the  pupils.  Chil- 
dren of  the  first  two  grades  may  not  suffer  so  seri- 
ously by  this  arrangement  but  when  older  ones  are 
compelled  to  be  out  of  school  for  half  the  time  the 
result  will  inevitably  be  detrimental  not  only  to 
their  work  of  those  years  but  to  all  their  school 
work  of  later  years. 

The  school  directors  believe  that  additional 
school  accommodations  must  be  provided  to  meet  the 
growth  of  the  town  and  we  recommend  that  favor- 
able action  be  taken  on  this  question. 

A  detailed  financial  statement  of  the  expendi- 
tures for  schools  from  Feb.  1,  1919,  to  Jan.  31,  1920, 
follows.

Librarian's  Report 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Springfield  Town  Library  and 
to  the  Public: — 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  work  of  the 
library  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1920 : — 

There  were  10229  books  in  the  library  February 
1,  1919.  Seven  hundred  fifteen  books  were  acquired 
during  the  year,  of  which  565  were  purchased,  9 
were  gifts  and  141  were  transferred  from  the  pay 
collection  of  duplicate  fiction.  Two  hundred  eighty- 
four  old  and  worn  books  were  removed  from  circula- 
tion.  There  are  now  10660  books  listed. 

Fifty-two  thousand  three  hundred  ninety  books 
and  magazines  were  loaned  in  the  292  days  the  li- 
brary was  open  to  the  public,  an  average  of  179  per 
day,  and  an  increase  of  1490  over  last  year's  circula- 
tion. Four  hundred  twenty-four  cards  were  issued 
to  new  patrons. 

The  library  was  closed  from  March  24  to  April 
7  because  of  the  influenza  epidemic. 

One  hundred  eighteen  books  were  in  the  pay  col- 
lection of  duplicate  fiction  February  1,  1919.  One 
hundred  forty-eight  were  added  to  the  collection  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  141  were  transferred  to  the  free 
shelves  of  the  library,  leaving  125  now  in  the  collec- 
tion. Two  hundred  twenty-three  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  was  realized  from  the  loan  of  these  books.  This 
money  was  used  to  purchase  new  books. 

Two  thousand  twenty-five  books  were  sent  to 
the  delivery  station  at  North  Springfield  from  Feb- 
ruary 1  to  October  15,  1919,  in  fortnightly  deliveries. 
Because  of  difficulty  in  obtaining  any  one  to  trans- 


port  the  books  back  and  forth  every  two  weeks  it 
was  decided  to  convert  the  delivery  station  into  a 
branch  library.  That  is  to  send  a  greater  number  of 
books  up  at  a  time,  to  be  kept  and  circulated  from 
Mrs.  Kendall's  and  the  schoolhouse,  instead  of  charg- 
ing the  books  here  at  the  library  on  individual  cards. 
This  change  gives  the  people  a  chance  to  select  from 
the  books  instead  of  sending  lists  to  us.  The  change 
has  been  successful  and  942  books  were  circulated 
from  October  15,  to  date.  Much  credit  is  due  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Kendall  in  working  out  this  plan,  and  to 
Sadie  Olney  and  Beatrice  Ward  for  their  work  with 
the  books  at  the  schoolhouse. 

Two  magazine  clubs  for  people  outside  the  vil- 
lage were  supplied  with  magazines  from  our  reading 
room  tables.  * 

The  garden  flower  exhibit  held  in  June  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Cosmopolitan  club  was  a  delight 
to  all  who  saw  it. 

In  July  Mrs.  Bradford  H.  Harlow  presented  to 
the  library  a  very  fine  collection  of  birds  in  memory 
of  Dr.  Ebenezer  A.  Knight,  the  collector.  Dr.  Knight 
was  a  prominent  citizen  and  leading  physician  in 
Springfield  for  26  years,  1846-1872.  The  collection  is 
now  crowded  into  a  corner  of  one  of  the  reading 
rooms,  near  the  collection  presented  to  the  library  by 
Mrs.  H.  H.  Blanchard,  three  years  ago.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  time  we  will  have  more  room  so  these  col- 
lections may  have  a  more  prominent  place. 

The  over-crowded  condition  of  the  whole  li- 
brary is  deplorable.  The  .stacks  are  over-crowded 
and  the  children's  department  is  badly  congested. 
The  last  available  space  in  the  reading  room  for  a 
book  case  has  been  used  this  year.    In  September 
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Miss  Slack,  who  had  been  an  efficient  assistant  at  the 
library  for  more  than  a  year,  resigned  her  position. 
The  vacancy  was  filled  by  Meryl  Johnson. 

In  behalf  of  the  library  I  extend  thanks  to  each 

and  every  one,  who,  by  gift  of  money,  books,  maga- 
zines, personal  services,  or  other  tokens  of  apprecia- 
tion and  interest,  have  helped  in  the  work.

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Russian  Orphanage 


In  1915  Archbishop  Evodokin,  head  of  the  Rus- 
sian Church  in  America,  came  here  and  established 
what  he  called  a  Woman's  Monastery  and  Orphanage 
for  the  Russian  church  in  America,  and  installed 
Rev.  Mother  Paulina  (Paulina  Fedoronko)  a  Car- 
patho  Russian  sister  of  charity,  at  the  head  of  the 
institution.  Since  then  she  has  been  given  the  title 
of  Abbess,  which  gives  her  authority  over  the  whole 
property  and  institution. 

The  archbishop  agreed  at  that  time  that  if  chil- 
dren that  were  sent  here,  were  taken  into  the  public 
schools  the  church  would  pay  as  tuition  to  the  town, 
the  same  price  that  the  town  receives  for  children 
coming  from  out  of  town.  Two  members  of  the 
board  of  school  directors  were  notified  of  the  state- 
ment of  the  archbishop  at  that  time  and  did  not  ob- 
ject to  the  arrangement.  Up  to  February  1,  1920, 
no  bill  has  ever  been  presented  to  the  church,  mon- 
astery or  orphanage  by  the  board  of  school  directors 
for  said  tuitions.  Your  selectmen  have  called  the 
attention  of  members  of  the  school  board  to  this  con- 
dition on  several  occasions,  and  about  a  year  ago  be- 
gan investigating  with  the  result  that  we  have  found 
that  in  July,  1917,  Archbishop  Evodokin  was  called 
back  to  Russia  on  account  of  war  conditions  there 
and  has  not  returned  to  this  country.  •  Up  to  that 
time  the  orphanage  was  supplied  with  sufficient 
funds  to  support  the  children  and  pay  the  tuition. 
After  the  archbishop  left,  the  church  in  this  country 
was  split  in  factions,  and  the  affairs  of  the  orphan- 
age was  lost  sight  of. 
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One  of  the  selectmen  went  to  New  York  last  De- 
cember and  attended  a  Carpatho  Russian  congress, 
and  was  invited  to  speak  before  about  five  hundred 
priests  and  delegates  and  explain  the  condition  of  the 
orphanage  in  Springfield.  These  priests  and  dele- 
gates came  from  a  large  number  of  Russian  church- 
es in  America.  At  the  close  of  his  remarks  the  en- 
tire audience  stood  up  and  pledged  themselves  to  the 
support  of  the  monastery  and  orphanage,  and  to  see 
that  the  town  is  reimbursed  for  its  expenses  for  the 
institution,  and  in  a  vote  then  taken  they  asked  that 
their  thanks  be  extended  to  the  citizens  of  the  town 
of  Springfield  for  their  kindness  and  generosity  to 
the  children.  Considerable  money  has  already  come 
to  the  Rev.  Mother  Paulina  since  said  Congress, 
most  of  which  had  to  be  used  for  fuel,  food  and 
clothes  for  the  children.  Since  February  1  the  or- 
phanage has  received  a  bill  from  the  school  board  for 
the  last  half  year's  tuition,  which  the  selectmen  have 
approved  at  $246.00  and  the  town  treasurer  has  re- 
ceived and  given  his  receipt  for  the  same. 

Since  Archbishop  Evodokin  was  called  back  to 
Russia  the  orphanage  has  been  very  pressed  for 
money  with  which  to  support  nearly  seventy  chil- 
dren, and  we  recognize  that  the  Rev.  Mother  Paulina 
has  done  a  heroic  work  in  getting  the  money  to  sup- 
port so  many  children  and  we  believe  that  few  Amer- 
ican women  could  have  done  it,  but  we  are  surprised 
to  find  a  majority  of  the  Russian  contingent  in  this 
town  led  by  Rev.  Varlashkin  taking  advantage  of 
these  poor  helpless  children,  and  it  was  only  by  strict 
orders  of  the  court  that  he  was  compelled  to  turn 
over  to  the  orphanage  more  than  eleven  hundred  dol- 
lars and  now  it  is  represented  to  us  that  the  Rev. 
Varlashkin  and  the  St.  Trinity  Brotherhood  are  ow- 
ing the  monastery  more  than  three  hundred  dollars 
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for  coal  and  heat  for  the  priest  and  Brotherhood 
alone,  aside  from  other  indebtedness.  If  this  can  be 
collected  it  will  help  pay  over  two  thousand  dollars 
that  the  orphanage  owes  the  town  on  back  tuitions.

TOWN  TRUCKS 

Your  Selectmen  report  the  results  of  buying  two 
21/2  ton  self  hoisting  trucks  and  the  work  done  by 
them  has  been  very  satisfactory.  While  the  follow- 
ing figures  are  not  absolutely  accurate  they  give  the 
results  of  the  purchasing  and  the  operating  of  these 
trucks  in  a  general  way.  The  trucks  were  used  the 
first  six  months  after  delivery  by  the  Town,  Village 
and  State  Highway  work  1368  hours.  They  have 
been  rented  out  when  not  in  use  for  town  work,  1355 
hours  at  a  rental  of  $2.25  an  hour,  which  is  about  20% 
less  than  2i^  ton  trucks  without  the  dumping  hoist 
can  be  hired  in  this  town.  We  find  that  the  expense 
for  hauling  one  yard  of  gravel  four  and  one-half 
miles  with  trucks  cost  54  cents.  We  find  that  haul- 
ing the  same  amount  of  gravel  the  same  distance 
with  teams  costs  $4.00.  It  would  have  been  impossi- 
ble for  us  to  have  hired  teams  or  trucks  to  do  the 
town  work  this  year  without  paying  prohibitive 
prices.

SELECTMEN  OF  SPRINGFIELD 
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Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Town 
Management  Plan 

Voters  of  the  Town  of  Springfiefd : — 

Your  special  committee,  appointed  at  the  last 
annual  town  meeting  to  investigate  and  report  as  to 
advisability  of  Springfield's  adopting  the  Town  Man- 
ager plan,  present  the  following  report : — 

We  find  that  considerably  over  100  towns  and 
cities  in  the  United  States  are  using  the  Town  Man- 
ager plan  or  a  similar  plan.  We  furthermore  find, 
almost  without  exception,  that  this  plan  has  proved 
a  success  in  the  communities  where  it  has  been  tried 
out,  resulting  either  in  equal  or  increased  efficiency 
at  a  smaller  tax  rate,  or  in  a  greatly  increased  eflft- 
ciency  with  the  same  tax  rate.  The  only  cases  we 
have  found  where  the  plan  has  not  been  a  success 
is  where  local  politicians  received,  the  appointment. 

We  recommend  the  Town  of  Springfield  vote  to 
accept  Chapter  174  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  the 
State  of  Vermont,  which  places  the  Town  of  Spring- 
field on  record  in  favor  of  the  Town  Manager  plan 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  voters  instruct  and  re- 
quest the  Selectmen  to  appoint  to  this  position  an 
out-of-town  man  with  proper  experience  and  train- 
ing. 

We  recommend  that  the  selectmen  be  author- 
ized and  instructed,  in  case  the  Village  of  Springfield 
also  votes  in  favor  of  a  Town  Manager,  to  unite  with 
the  Village  trustees  and  secure  a  competent  man, 
who  will  handle  the  work  for  both  Town  and  Village, 
the  expense  being  divided  between  Town  and  Village 
on  some  equitable  basis. 
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We  recommend  that  a  salary  of  not  less  than 
$3500.00  be  paid  to  a  suitable  person. 

While  we  believe  there  is  no  question  about  the 
beneficial  results  to  be  obtained  from  the  Town 
Manager  system,  we  realize  that  it  will  take  time  to 
get  this  system  into  operation,  and  we  recommend  to 
the  voters  of  the  Town  that  if  they  favor  this  plan 
they  prepare  to  stand  back  of  it  for  a  period  of 
three  years.

Chapter  174 

General  Town  Manager 


Definition 

Sec.  4053.  Town  Construed.  The  word  ''town'* 
as  used  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  not  to  in- 
clude a  city. 

Manager 

Sec.  4054.  Appointment.  The  selectmen  of 
towns  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  as 
herein  provided,  shall,  forthwith  thereafter,  appoint 
a  general  town  or  municipal  manager,  who  may  or 
may  not  be  a  resident  of  the  town  for  which  he  is  ap- 
pointed. 

Sec.  4055.  Qualifications;  authority  of  select- 
men. Such  a  manager  shall  be  elected  with  special 
reference  to  his  education,  training  and  experience  to 
perform  the  duties  of  such  office-  and  without  refer- 
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ence  to  his  political  belief,  and  shall,  in  all  matters  be 
subject  to  the  direction  and  supervision  and  shall 
hold  office  at  the  will  of  such  selectmen,  who  may,  by 
majority  vote,  remove  said  manager  at  any  time  for 
cause. 

Sec.  4056.  Oath;  bond.  Before  entering  upon 
his  duties,  said  appointee  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faith- 
ful and  impartial  performance  thereof,  and  shall  exe- 
cute a  bond  in  favor  of  the  town  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  in  such  sum  and  with  such 
surety  or  sureties  as  may  be  approved  by  the  select- 
men. 

Sec.  4057.  General  Authority.  Subject  to  the 
additional  or  varied  requirements  of  this  chapter, 
said  general  manager  shall  have  general  supervision 
of  the  affairs  of  the  town,  be  the  administrative  head 
of  all  departments  of  the  town  government  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  efficient  administration  there- 
of within  the  scope  conferred  by  this  chapter. 

Sec.  4058.  Powers  and  Duties  in  Particular. 
Said  manager  shall  have  authority  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty: 

I.  To  cause  duties  required  of  towns  and  town 
school  districts  and  not  committed  to  the  care  of  any 
particular  officer,  to  be  duly  performed  and  executed. 

II.  To  perform  all  duties  now  conferred  by  law 
upon  the  selectmen  except  that  he  shall  not  prepare 
tax  bills,  draw  orders,  lay  out  highways,  establish 
and  lay  out  public  parks,  make  assessments,  award 
damages,  act  as  member  of  the  board  of  civil  author- 
ity nor  make  appointments  to  fill  vacancies  which 
the  selectmen  are  now  authorized  by  law  to  fill ;  but 
he  shall,  in  all  matters  herein  excepted,  render  the 
selectmen  such  assistance  as  they  shall  require. 
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III.  To  be  the  general  purchasing  agent  of  the 
town  and  purchase  all  supplies  for  every  department 
thereof;  and  purchases  of  supplies  for  departments 
over  which  said  manager  is  not  given  control  shall 
be  made  only  upon  requisition  therefor  by  said  de- 
partments. 

IV.  To  have  charge  and  supervision  of  all  pub- 
lic, town  and  school  buildings  and  other  town  and 
school  property  and  of  all  repairs  thereon;  and  all 
buildings  done  by  the  town  or  town  school  district 
shall,  unless  otherwise  specially  voted,  be  done  under 
his  charge  and  supervision. 

V.  To  perform  all  the  duties  now  conferred  by 
law  upon  the  road  commissioner  of  the  town. 

VI.  To  perform  all  duties  now  conferred  by  law 
upon  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town. 

VII.  To  have  charge,  control  and  supervision 
of  the  following  matters : 

a.  The  police  department,  if  any,  and  shall  ap- 
point and  may  remove  the  officers  thereof  and  shall 
fix  their  salaries. 

b.  The  fire  department,  if  any,  and  shall  ap- 
point, fix  the  compensation  of  and  may  remove  all 
officers  and  employees  thereof. 

c.  The  system  of  licenses,  if  any,  not  otherwise 
regulated  by  law. 

d.  The  system  of  sewers  and  drainage,  if  any, 
except  the  making  of  assessments  therefor. 

e.  The  lighting  of  streets,  highways  and 
bridges. 

f .  The  sprinkling  of  streets  and  highways  and 
laying  of  dust,  except  the  making  of  assessments 
therefor. 

g.  The  maintenance  of  parks  and  playgrounds. 
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Sec.  4059.  Same ;  Examination  of  Departments. 
Said  manager  or  the  selectmen  may  cause  the  affairs 
of  any  division  or  department  under  their  control,  or 
the  conduct  of  any  officer  or  employee  thereof,  to  be 
examined,  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  oth- 
er evidence.  Said  manager  shall  have  access  to  all 
town  books  and  papers  for  information  necessary  for 
the  proper  performance  of  his  duties. 

Sec.  4060.  Additional  Duties.  The  powers,  du- 
ties and  liabilities  imposed  upon  any  other  depart- 
ments of  the  town  or  town  school  district  inconsis- 
tent with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  sus- 
pended and  shall  be  conferred  and  imposed  upon  said 
manager,  if  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter. 

Sec.  4061.  Compensation;  How  Fixed.  Said  gen- 
eral manager  shall  receive  such  pay  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  selectmen,  unless  otherwise  specifically  voted 
by  the  town. 

Operation  of  Chapter 

Sec.  4062.  How  Effected.  The  provisions  of 
this  chapter  shall  not  become  operative  in  a  town 
unless  and  until  the  same  are  approved  and  adopted 
by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  such  a  town  pres- 
ent and  voting  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting  duly 
warned  and  holden  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4063.  Petition;  Warning.  If  voters,  in 
number  equal  to  four  per  cent  of  the  total  vote  cast 
for  governor  in  said  town  at  the  last  election,  peti- 
tion the  selectmen  therefor  in  writing,  said  select- 
men shall  cause  to  be  inserted  in  the  warning  for 
the  annual  town  meeting,  or  in  the  warning  for  a  spe- 
cial town  meeting  which  shall  be  called  upon  such 
petition,  an  article  in  substantially  the  following 
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form:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  advantage 
of  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-four of  the  General  Laws,  and  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  employ  a  general  town  or  municipal  mana- 
ger." 

Sec.  4064.  Restriction.  A  vote  shall  not  be  tak- 
en under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  unless  such 
article  is  inserted  in  the  warning  for  such  meeting. 

Sec.  4065.  Revocation.  A  town  that  has  adopt- 
ed the  provisions  of  this  chapter  may  reject  the  same 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  legal  voters  present  and 
voting  at  an  annual  meeting,  provided,  however,  a  * 
proper  article  is  inserted  in  the  warning  for  such 
meeting.  '

The  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Springfield  who 
are  legal  voters  in  the  town  meeting  are  hereby  noti- 
fied and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  hall  in  said 
town  on  Tuesday,  the  second  day  of  March,  1920,  at 
9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  transact  the  following 
business : — 

Article  1.  To  receive  and  act  on  the  reports  of 
the  Town  officers.  ^ 

Art.  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  appoint  one  or  two  road  commissioners. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  two 
additional  selectmen  for  a  term  of  one  year,  each 
year  hereafter. 

Art.  4.  To  elect  town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  in  addition  to  the  sum  now  re- 
quired by  law  to  take  advantage  of  the  State  Aid  law, 
and  if  so,  how  much. 

Art.  6.    To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  contract  with  the  State  Highway  Com- 
missioner for  resurfacing  state  highways  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  for  ' 
that  purpose. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  meet  an  appropriation  that  may  be 
made  by  the  state  for  the  improvement  of  rural 
highways. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Springfield 
Town  Library  in  addition  to  what  the  town  is  al- 
ready bound  by  contract  to  pay. 
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Art.  9.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will 
appropriate,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  for  a 
free  hospital  bed  in  the  Springfield  hospital  for  the 
period  of  one  year  for  the  use  of  inhabitants  of  the 
town  who  are  entitled  to  receive  assistance  by  rea- 
son of  the  indigent  circumstances  and  provide  for 
paying  the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  Memorial  day. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  support  of  the 
Community  Club  band  (by  petition)  under  such  con- 
ditions as  to  band  concerts  as  the  selectmen  may 
prescribe. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  support  of  Buz- 
zel's  band  (by  petition)  under  such  conditions  as  to 
band  concerts  as  the  selectmen  may  prescribe. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  free  scholarship  for 
Springfield  students  in  state  institutions. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Board  of  School  Directors  to  continue  medical  in- 
spection in  the  schools. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a 
six-room  schoolhouse  on  the  East  side  of  the  river, 
in  the  general  vicinity  of  Summer  Hill,  Summer 
and  Wall  streets,  and  appropriate  the  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding sixty-five  thousand  dollars  or  some  other 
sum  for  that  purpose  exclusive  of  furnishings.  To 
authorize  the  selectmen  to^draw  orders  on  the  treas- 
urer for  ten  per  cent  of  the  expenses  of  building  said 
building  and  to  give  notes  or  other  evidences  of 
indebtedness  of  the  town  payable  in  equal  payments 
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covering  the  period  of  ten  years,  and  to  elect  a  com- 
mittee of  three  to  take  charge  of  said  work. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  use  the 
town  common  on  the  west  side  of  Summer  Hill  cem- 
etery for  schoolhouse  purposes. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a 
tract  of  land  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  in  the  gen- 
eral vicinity  of  Summer  Hill,  Summer  and  Wall 
streets,  suitable  for  a  new  schoolhouse,  and  if  so  vot- 
ed appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  three  thousand 
dollars  or  some  other  sum  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
or  some  other  way,  and  elect  a  committee  to  pur- 
chase the  land. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  above  the 
present  endowment  to  properly  care  for  the  burial 
lots  of  the  veterans  of  war. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  to  cover  the  expense 
for  the  coming  year  of  caring  for  and  improving  the 
various  cemeteries. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  aid  the  Springfield 
Fair  association  in  paying  premiums  on  agricultural 
exhibits  for  the  year  1920. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  make  an  appro- 
priation for  maintaining  a  suitable  winter  automo- 
bile road  between  North  Springfield  and  Springfield 
village.    (By  petition). 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  rescind  the  vote 
taken  at  the  special  town  meeting  of  November  22, 
1919,  authorizing  the  changing  of  location  of  the 
highway  crossing  the  Hartness  aviation  field  near 
Kendrick's  Corners,  and  appropriation  of  a  sum  of 
money  for  that  purpose.    (By  petition) . 
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Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take 
advantage  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  174  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  authorize  the  selectmen  to  em- 
ploy a  general  town  or  municipal  manager. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  unite  with  the  village  trustees  in  employing  the 
same  manager  for  the  town  and  village  of  Spring- 
field, in  case  the  village  at  its  annual  meeting,  votes 
in  favor  of  employing  a  municipal  manager,  it  being 
understood  that  the  expense  will  be  divided  between 
the  Town  and  Village  on  an  equitable  basis.  (See 
Chapter  174  printed  in  Town  Report). 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate 
three  hundred  dollars  for  making  a  survey  of  a 
water  system  for  fire  and  domestic  purposes  at 
North  Springfield. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  five 
hundred  dollars  for  getting  up  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  remodeling,  improving  or  rebuilding  the 
Town  hall  and  submit  the  same  to  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

Art.  26A.  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Art.  26B.  Shall  license  of  the  fifth  class  be 
granted  ? 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  rent  the  Town  hall  for  moving  picture 
shows  and  other  purposes,  and  make  a  permanent 
lease  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate 
ten  thousand  dollars  to  aid  in  building  a  new  hos- 
pital. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  one 
thousand  dollars  for  putting  in  an  electric  lighting 
system  at  the  Town  farm. 
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Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a 
special  town  tax  of  eleven  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the 
grand  list  for  the  permanent  repair  and  patrol  of  un- 
improved rural  highways.    (By  petition) . 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make 
some  provisions  for  fixing  salaries  of  town  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  31.  To  make  appropriations  for  school, 
highways,  care  of  the  poor,  present  indebtedness  of 
the  town,  salaries  of  town  officers  and  all  other  pur- 
poses for  which  the  law  requires  appropriations  or 
for  which  the  town  may  legally  vote,  and  to  vote 
rates  of  taxation  for  the  same. 

Art.  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the 
taxes  to  the  town  treasurer. 

Art.  33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 'collect 
its  poll  taxes  under  the  provision  of  Section  867,  and 
the  ten  following  Sections  relating  to  paying  poll 
taxes  to  the  'collector  of  taxes. 

Art.  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
town  treasurer  to  borrow  money,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Selectmen,  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
town  treasurer  to  borrow  money,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  School  Directors,  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes  already  rated,  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  Town  School  District  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  36.  To  ^see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  buy  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  Fairbrother  gravel  pit  in 
Charlestown,  and  elect  a  committee  for  arranging 
the  same. 

Art.  37.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  add  two 
rooms  to  the  present  primary    building    on  Park 
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street ;  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  for  this  purpose,  if  so  voted  to  raise  such 
sum  by  taxation  or  otherwise.    (By  petition). 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  following  gifts  or  trust  funds  for  cemetery  pur- 
poses according  to  the  conditions  attached  to  said 
gifts  or  trusts: — From  JosepTi  W.  Leland,  $100.00;
